According to the Rhein-Zeitung, Oct 24, p.4 (with 
photo), a 5 metre, 9oo kilogrammes shark with a giant, silvery 
mouth was caught in a net off the harbour of Dana Point, Cali¬ 
fornia. This is the 5th megamouth ever, and scientists have 
applied a sending device to its skin so they can track Lt. They 
believe that megamouth 1 s habitat is at a ddpth of 7®o metres. 

The first 4 megamouths were f ound off Hawai , California, Aus - 
tralia and Japan.

British sources. "dpa" (German news agency) sais that off Nor¬ 
thern England and Scottland giant octopi threaten to ruin the 
lobster breeding industry. Because of mild wheather, the oc¬ 
topi have grown from their usual 15 cm (o.5 ft) to an enormous 
length of 1 metre (l yard). A spokesman for the Northumbrian 
Fishery Association said on Oct 21; "The octopi crawl into the 
lobster breeding pools and eat evorything. When a breeder hauls 
the pool to the surface, all he will find is an enormous octopus". 
A fisherman commented: "I have nover seen anything similar in my 
27 years on the Sea. These beasts grow longer than an arm."
